GO BUT TARRY 


“And he said unto them, Go ye into 
all the world, and preach the gospel 
to every creature,’ Mark 16:15. 

“And, behold, I send the promise of 
my Father upon you: but tarry ye in 
the city of Jerusalem, until ye be en- 
dued with power from on high,’ Luke 
24:49. 


The disciples to whom Christ was 
speaking were the twelve apostles and 
possibly the majority of the seventy 
and a few women who had distin- 
guished themselves by following 
Christ. The Lord had been preaching 
to and teaching them for about three 
years, they were therefore well in- 
structed in the doctrine they were to 
preach and the work that He had 
called them to do. Their knowledge of 
the doctrine and work they were to do 
was indeed of much importance and 
they had spent many days acquiring 
this knowledge, but they had not been 
endued with power to preach the gos- 
pel which Christ considered very es- 
sential. He, therefore, sent them to 
Jerusalem to tarry until they had been 
baptized with the Holy Ghost. 

The Bible sets forth especially two 
qualifications that must be complied 
with before one begins preaching the 
gospel. First, a good Christian experi- 
ence which includes the baptism in 
the Holy Ghost, a deep consecration, 
and the dedication of one’s life to the 
task; second, education in the Word 
of God and such studies as are nec- 
essary to enable a minister to present 


@: message in an acceptable way. 


Paul gave instructions to the min- 
istry in his second letter to Timothy. 
“Study to shew thyself approved unto 
God, a workman that needeth not to 
be ashamed, rightly dividing the word 
of truth,” 2 Tim. 2:15. God approves 
men who study. We are instructed to 
study to show ourselves approved un- 
to God that we may be able to rightly 
divide the Scriptures, that we might 
not be brought to shame before the 
public. Ministers who never study have 
but little to tell the people. In fact, he 
never has anything to tell them that 
they do not know. The minister of the 
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gospel should study until he is able to 
instruct in the deep mysteries of the 
gospel that will lead his congregation 
to a greater desire to know more about 
God and the deeper things pertain- 
ing to a Christian life. 

Tnere 1s danger of a young Chris- 
tian getting in too big a hurry. The 
Lord’s business requireth haste, but 
the young unqualified Christian work- 
ers must realize that they can be in a 
hurry preparing themselves for the 
work. A man might as well go out to 
plow without a plow and horse or some 
other power to pull the plow, as to go 
out without a knowledge of the Word, 
the manner of presentation, and pow- 
er to deliver it to the people. The man 
who has no time for preparation is in 
too big a hurry and I doubt that God 
could use him to a very good advan- 
tage in his vineyard. Such a work- 
man might cut down the wrong tree 
or clip off the most productive branch 
from the best tree in the Master’s 
vineyard. The man who goes out to 
preach the gospel properly endued 
with power, trained, and equipped 
with knowledge and understanding, is 
like a trained and experienced engi- 
neer. He knows what to do when he 
gets there, otherwise he would be as 
likely to tear up as to build up. 

A minister who was once preaching 
independently of any church, wrote a 
state overseer of the Church of God 
asking for license to preach. The over- 
seer wrote him that it would be neces- 
sary for him to become a member of 
the Church before he could be grant- 
ed license by the Church to preach, 
and advised that he go to the local 
church in the city where he lived and 
present himself for membership. The 
minister, who evidently did not be- 
lieve in good order and government, 
replied that he, like the Apostle Paul, 
did not have time to confer with flesh 
and blood but must be preaching the 
gospel. This man was in too big a 
hurry to get started right and the last 
I heard of him he was still conduct- 
ing prayer meeting with the same lit- 
tle crowd of less than a half dozen in 
his home town. 

It is true that the Lord at the age 


of twelve told His mother He must 
be about His Father’s business, but 
that same day He went home with His 
mother and‘Joseph and, as far as we 
know, spent the next eighteen years 
with them before He began His ac- 
tive ministry. Young men and women 
often make the mistake of getting in 
too big a hurry. Zeal is a wonderful 
possession and without it a preacher 
would not have very much success, 
but zeal often needs a control. When 
allowed to run away with knowledge it 
becomes uncontrollable and danger- 
ous, and if you will follow that char- 
acter, somewhere down the line you 
will find a wreck. 


A man and wife who lived in the 
State of Mississippi several years ago, 
were very zealous for the Lord and 
felt that they owed to Him a great 
sacrifice which they were willing to 
pay. They believed the Lord had called 
them to Africa to do missionary work 
among the natives. Independent of 
any church or mission board, they 
started to Africa afoot, catching rides 
as opportunity provided. Their plans 
were to go to New York and from 
there work their way across the ocean 
on a boat to the land to which they 
felt the Lord was leading them. 


These two honest-hearted people 
got as far as Baltimore before they 
realized their mistake. I was living in 
Virginia when they knocked at my 
door and asked to spend the night in 
my home. Defeated in their purpose, 
under embarrassment and humilia- 
tion, they were trodding their way back 
home in Mississippi, to their friends 
and neighbors, to acknowledge their 
mistake. 


The Lord said, “GO,” but did not 
tell us how to travel. There are some 
things left for us to decide and the 
better methods of how to do them. It 
is immaterial with the Lord whether 
we fly in an airplane, sail on the sea, 
ride on the train, drive an automobile, 
bump along in an ox cart, or walk. 
The Lord is interested in those whom 
He has called getting there and being 
prepared for the task when they ar- 
rive.

ODT from Washington has definite- 
ly classed religious gatherings among 
other public gatherings which are 
asked to limit their meetings to in- 
clude not more than fifty persons. An 
application may be made to “a com- 
mittee” as to eligibility of groups de- 
siring to have conventions after Feb. 1. 
The Presbyterian Weekly interprets 
the Presbyterian General Assembly as 
not being a convention, but “the high- 
est court of our communion and an 
integral part of our corporate life and 
testimony as Presbyterians under our 
constitution,” therefore concluding 
that the Presbyterian .Church is not 
affected by the government ruling.

His Personality

John 16:7, “Nevertheless I tell you 
the truth; It is expedient for you that

but if I depart, I will send him unto 
you.” 

In the Christian world there are 
many teachings concerning the Holy 
Spirit. Some believe that He is the 
glorified Christ returned in another 
form or manifestation. Many believe 
that when they accepted Christ they 
received the Holy Spirit. Still another 
group think that “it” is just a holy in- 
fluence that comes into the life of 
the Christian. 

In the pages of the Church of God 
Evangel there have been printed 
many wonderful messages on this 
great subject, doctrinal, theological, 
and spiritual. It can not be hoped by 
this writer to give to the reader any 
“new thing,” or to enlarge upon what 
has been said; however, there are 
many precious children of God join- 
ing our ranks monthly and many 
honest-hearted people into whose 
hand this paper falls, who have not 
heard so much about this great truth. 
It is our earnest prayer that the fol- 
lowing statements may be a blessing 
to them, that by reading this article 
their spiritual lives may be enriched, 
and that they may have a greater 
knowledge of the third person of the 
Godhead, the blessed Holy Ghost. 

The Holy Ghost is a spiritual being 

Ss much as is God the Father. In the 
Bible He is referred to in the MAS- 
CULINE GENDER. Since the day of 
Pentecost, He has been here on earth 
to guide the Church in preparing a 
people for the rapture, at which time 
He will present the bride to her Lord. 

Now let us consider the text, John 
16:7. We notice that the Master said, 
“It is expedient for you that I go 
away.” Why was it advisable that He 
(Christ) go away? He sights the rea- 
son. “For if I go not away the Com- 
forter will not come unto you; but if 
I depart, I will send him unto you.” In 
other words, Jesus might have said, 
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“The time has come that I should be 
in heaven with my Father, and the 
third one of the Godhead is to take up 
His work with you. It is better for you 
that I go and send Him to you, for He 
is a spirit and He can be with all of 
you at one time. Now don’t worry, He 
is a very able fellow. Let me tell you 
of some things He can do for you: 

“I will send HIM unto you. And 
when He is come, HE WILL REPROVE 
THE WORLD OF SIN,” V. 8. 

“Howbeit when he, the Spirit of 
truth, is come, HE WILL GUIDE YOU 
INTO ALL TRUTH,” V. 13. 

“HE SHALL NOT SPEAK OF HIM- 
SELF; B U T WHATSOEVER HE 
SHALL HEAR, THAT SHALL HE 
SPEAK.” And what’s more, “HE WILL 
SHEW YOU THINGS TO COME,” 
and “HE SHALL GLORIFY ME,” V. 14. 

Continuing, Jesus might have said, 
“Yes, He is my special friend; in fact, 
we have been working’ together 
through the ages, for the redemption 
of mankind. He will not be limited in 
resources, for ‘HE SHALL RECEIVE 
OF MINE, AND SHALL SHEW IT UN- 
TO YOou.’” 

Now if you think He will be unable 
to help you, read V. 15, “All things 
that the Father hath are mine: there- 
fore said I, that he shall take of mine, 
and shall show it unto you.” All that 
the Father has belongs to Jesus, and 
the Holy Spirit will have free access to 
what Jesus has and will take it and 
shew it unto you. Praise God! How 
rich is this great truth! There is no 
end to what the Holy Ghost can do 
for us if we receive Him and let Him 
guide us. 

If after all of this the reader is in- 
clined to be timid and can not accept 
Him as a real personal, spiritual being, 
get your Bible and read St. John, 
chapters fourteen, fifteen, and six- 
teen; underscore the following state- 
ments: 

“T will send him unto you,” V. 7. “He 
will reprove the world of sin,” V. 8. 
“He will guide you into all truth,” V. 
13. “He will hear and speak,” V. 13. “He 





will teach you,” Ch. 14, V. 26. 

He is not the glorified Christ re- 
turning, for He said, “I” will SEND 
“HIM.” 

“IT” is not an influence, for He is 
very active in the Church. Acts 13:2, 
“THE HOLY GHOST SAID, SEPA- 
RATE ME BARNABAS AND SAUL, 
FOR THE WORK WHEREUNTO I 
HAVE CALLED THEM.” 

“IT” is not an influence, for He may 
be grieved (Eph. 4:30). An influence 
could not be grieved. 

And again, “IT” is not an influence, 
for He may even be _ blasphemed 
against, and in the warning given by 
our Lord, He said that if one should 
blaspheme against the Holy Ghost 
there is no forgiveness in this world 
nor the one to come. 

There is one conclusion: The Holy 
Ghost is a very real spiritual being 
and, according to the plan of God, He 
is to have the special work of guid- 
ing the Church through this the last 
period of God’s grace to man. 

Generally speaking, it seems that in 
the plan of redemption two members 
of the Godhead have been in heaven 
and the other one has worked among 
the inhabitants of this earth. While 
Christ was here on earth the Holy 
Spirit was with the Father, and little 
is said of Him. When the time had 
come for the Lord to return to heav- 
en, He then promised to send the Holy 
Ghost. Luke 24:49, “And, behold, I 
send the promise of my Father upon 
you: but tarry ye in the city of Jeru- 
salem, until you be endued with pow- 
er from on high.” Luke records His

Church and State 


Sermon delivered by Rev. R. P. Johnson at East Chattanooga District 
Convention, in East Chattanooga church, 1943. Submitted by J. D. 
Bright, former State Overseer of Tennessee 


The power that brings the Church 
into existence is the means of its 
agencies of operation to reach its goal 
according to Acts 20:28, “Take heed 
therefore unto yourselves, and to all 
the flock over the which the Holy 
Ghost hath made you overseers, to 
feed the church of God, which he hath 
purchased with his own blood.” 

Rom. 1:16, “For I am not ashamed 
of the gospel of Christ: for it is the 
power of God unto salvation to every 


one that believeth; to the Jew first, 


and also to the Greek.” 

Rom. 8:1, “There is therefore now 
no condemnation to them which are 
in Christ Jesus, who walk not after 
the flesh, but after the Spirit.” 

Then I reach the conclusion by 
reading these scriptures, by seeking to 
analyze them, that the power that 
brings the Church into existence is the 
power of the blood, the power of the 
Spirit of God, and the power of truth. 
The means of its guidance or direc- 
tion of its operation and the agencies 
of it are so numerous that we couldn’t 
name them all or cover them all. 

The first agency in the Church of 
God is Jesus Christ, the Head of the 
Church. The Holy Ghost would be the 
next one, who is here Himself to per- 
sonally direct the Church. The others 
would be persons or selected men, who 
would be ministers, preachers, teach- 
ers, and exhorters. Then the means 
that God would have to control and 
guide the Church is set forth in 1 Cor. 
12:28, “And God hath set some in the 
church, first apostles, secondarily 
prophets, thirdly teachers, after that 
aniracles, then gifts of healings, helps, 
governments, diversities of tongues.” 

He said He set government in the 
Church. The purpose of government is 
that of guidance, or control, as na- 
tional government is to guide or di- 
rect or control national affairs or that 
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which pertains to national welfare. 

Certainly the government is going 
to direct the affairs of the cities, 
towns, and on down and down. The 
purpose of government is that of guid- 
ance, therefore God Himself set with- 
in the Church this means of guidance. 
He sets the advantages there and the 
instrument is so beautiful. He, as our 
superior, is the Head of the Church 
Himself. Man takes up the mission of 
the Church, as well as the cause it 
carries, and purposes himself to a 
program. So then, with these prelim- 
inary remarks, it brings us to the goal 
of the Church, which is to see that 
the people are ready to meet Jesus in 
the air and to see humanity lifted 
above this distressed world. 

Let us note the state, the democratic 
state, which came into existence 
through the church, by the church, 
and for the church. The church didn’t 
come into existence through power of 
men but through eternal power. So it 
is that we can look and see that our 
national state came into existence. 
Did men just declare that this would 
happen and it did? No, it was through 
sacrifice, suffering, bloodshed, and 
death. To bring into existence our na- 
tional government, both our religion 
and government knew it pointed to 
bloodshed. The Church of God points 
you to the blood of Jesus Christ; the 
United States, to the blood of the peo- 
ple. 

In the board they declared what 
they believed, what they stood for, 
but it took blood to bring it into exist- 
ence, so that shows there is a relation- 
ship between the two. It is too big for 
me. I have never studied government 
from a national standpoint. 

Let us turn to some of the things 
that we hold sacred and dear, both 
nationally, from our country’s stand- 
point, as well as the standpoint of 


the Church of God. The Church of 
God taught, even before there was a 
United States, that people should be 
free to speak from their hearts. Th 
Church of God opened its mouth 
wide and so came freedom for the 
Holy Ghost. No matter where you 
would go, where there is freedom of 
speech it is because Christianity has 
put its foot on that soil. There is no 
freedom of speech where there is no 
Christianity. We enjoy freedom of 
speech. We want to limit our speech 
to certain things. 

Matt. 12:36, “But I say unto you, 
That every idle word that men shall 
speak, they shall give account there- 
of in the day of judgment.” 

Something else about our speeches: 
We must continue to enjoy them. We 
must live our speeches for the bet- 
terment of God’s glory and the bet- 
terment of men—speeches that be- 
come sound doctrine. 

We want freedom of speech and we 
stand for it—but the kind of speeches 
that bless humanity. There is a time 
for us to let our mouth fly open and 
a time to shut it and glorify God. 

The constitution of the United 
States lets me speak about every- 
body, but the constitution of the Bi- 
ble doesn’t. It limits our speech, and 
if you love your country you would 
limit your speech to that that would 
be profitable, then say nothing—free- 
dom of speech by speaking the things 
that would be profitable. 

Then again, there is our right of 
freedom of worship. This we find in 
the Head of the Church as set forth 
when the devil came to Him and 
tempted Him. Matthew 4. 

We notice John 4:23, “But the hour 
cometh, and now is, when the true 
worshippers shall worship the Father 
in spirit and in truth: for the Father 
seeketh such to worship him.” 


In other places we find our Lor 


sets forth freedom of worship and we 
must be careful how we worship and 
what we worship. “In vain they do 
worship.” They just take anything 
because they take the command- 
ments of men for doctrine. We believe 
in freedom of speech and worship. 

John 8:34-36, “Jesus answered them, 
Verily, verily, I say unto you, Whoso- 
ever committeth sin is the servant of 
sin. And the servant abideth not in 
the house for ever: but the Son abid- 
eth ever. If the Son therefore shall 
make you free, ye shall be free in- 
deed.” 
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We want to worship in the truth 
and in the spirit, but if you can’t wor- 
ship when the truth is spoken I don’t 
care for your spirit. When we mention 
the blood we should say “thank God.” 
I find that when we talk about the 
blood of Jesus Christ, in this kind of 
worship the government of the United 
States protects us, so we have free- 
dom of worship. Why should our coun- 
try stand for its four freedoms? You 
can’t take away the freedom of wor- 
ship without destroying the democrat- 
ic way of life. Thank God for a coun- 
try that stands for freedom of wor- 
ship!, 

Freedom from want—that is a free- 
dom that we should realize. The 
Church of God has always stood for 
that. If one suffers, all suffer. If one 
rejoices, all rejoice. 

Col. 1:19, “For it pleased the Father 
that in him should all fulness dwell.” 

Rom. 8:31, “What shall we then say 
to these things? If God be for us, who 
can be against us?” 

These scriptures tear out the fact 
that the Church of God should preach 
freedom from want. If the people will 
meet the condition there will be no 
want. We have a want when we don’t 
need an ounce of it. Sometimes it 
may be that we are trying to get the 
Church to conform to what we want 
instead of that of the Almighty. 

It was God’s good will to see that 
Adam and Eve in the Garden of Eden 
were fed. There was the good and lus- 
cious fruit. There was the promise of 
provision. If you want to fish, if you 
need fruit, you don’t have to want if 
you just say what you want. Now, 
there was also the tree of knowledge 
of good and evil. That tree represents 
government. There is nothing wrong 
with the tree but every time you look 
upon that tree remember there is 
One above who is the beginning of 
government. Leave it alone to glorify 
Him. Leave it alone for I have every- 
thing that sets forth the Church of 
God. I render whatever humanity’s 
nature needs. 

I will recognize divine order. These 
light afflictions—they are working 
out for my good. The sorrows of today 
will bring joy tomorrow. Thanks be to 
God. 

He said to let it alone. It is our 
terms of government. Have respect of 
God. He will take care of your needs. 
The Church of God stands for it. I 
hope to see the day when there will 
not be any needs. I hope to see Him in 
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the kingdom. 

It is a good thing to set up a govern- 
ment and stand for it. Some things we 
can be denied. Paul was happy and 
independent in all his trials and af- 
flictions, and counted them as joy. 

The next freedom is freedom from 
war. We are not to let affliction over- 
come us for it is a good pleasure to us. 

In Heb. 13:16 we find, “But to do 
good and to communicate forget not: 
for with such sacrifices God is well 
pleased.” 

If I die, it will just be dying one 
time. Why should I fear what man 
should do to me? These fathers sac- 
rificed, they feared God more than 
the stake, for though they were 
burned at the stake they knew that 
their souls couldn’t be burned. They 
knew that the hope of God could nev- 
er be done away with. They knew that 
no touch of man could be placed upon 
them and relieve them of the joy and 
peace they had. Hitler may soon get 
us, and if he does there will be hell 
on earth and there won’t be many 
left in a hundred years from now. 

I am just showing you that while 
our national government is working 
and sacrificing, and I am glad that 
they do include freedom of speech and 
freedom of worship, but here is where 
the relationship comes in—if it were 
not for the protection that democratic 
form of government has given we 
couldn’t speak from this pulpit. We 
see the freedom we are enjoying and 
the Church is standing for and the 
government stands for. They meet in 
the blood of the Lord and they meet 
in me. They both are given for my 
good. Both work a few hardships on 
me but who wants to sit around? They 
will both work hardships but that isn’t 
a sin. It doesn’t bring sorrows and dis- 
tress. Hardships haven’t killed any 
one. You let a poor fellow sit around 
and he isn’t worth a thing. 


As we come again to the consider- 
ation of the protection of their meet- 
ing in me, those two great and mighty 
agencies, democratic government and 
the Church, we find that they func- 
tion to the betterment of man—both 
of them. The Church’s function is 
this, There are two things that go 
into the making of human happiness, 
that is,.man’s spiritual and material 
or physical betterment. Then, if you 
can get the first to work in a man, 
you will help to work the other out, 
but if you try to just work out the 
physical you won’t be able to do much 


with either one. You can make a man 
physically strong, you can have him 
almost perfectly strong, but if he is 
not spiritual he is not happy, and a 
man isn’t happy until God lights his 
candle. Then the thing the Church 
builds up primarily is man’s spiritual 
betterment. It uses for its instrument 
the truth. John 3:18, “He that believ- 
eth on him is not condemned: but he 
that believeth not is condemned al- 
ready, because he hath not believed 
in the name of the only begotten Son 
of God.” 


Its first agency is dwelling with 
man. The truth of the Spirit is for 
the betterment of man. To know the 
truth and know when your life is con- 
trolled by the truth, that brings free- 
dom, but the people who are all bogged 
down in all kinds of ologies, it is hard 
to get the truth to them, but once you 
do, they praise the Lord for the 
knowledge of the fact that other re- 
ligions don’t bring freedom. They get 
saved and sanctified, their bodies get 
healed, and they get the Holy Ghost. 
What a relief to get all that they 
should. Just let the truth of the Lord 
come in, and how free you feel. Know- 
ing it, your face will begin shining 
and your heart shouting hallelujah. 

The Church is primarily the means 
of getting you interested in finding 
the truth, setting the mind and the 
heart right with God, but it doesn’t 
stop there. When the Lord said, 
“Whose is this image and superscrip- 
tion? Render therefore unto Caesar 
the things which are Caesar’s, and un- 
to God the things that are God’s,” He 
respected the Roman government, and 
how much more we should say, “Let 
me render unto the United States that 
which belongs to the United States, 
and unto God the things that are 
God’s.” Men will have the blessings 
of the Lord when their hearts and 
minds are set in relationship with 
God. 


The United States is mostly Pro- 
testant Christians. Catholicism is a 
so-called Christianity and if it could, 
it would take hold of the government 
and crush out certain parts af hu- 
manity. Then if that is true, the dem- 
ocratic way of life is a coming-out 
from this. Democracy is a civil gov- 
ernment of people who have come out 
of everything else, and the coming- 
out is both of God and you can’t sepa- 
rate them. That that we are partak- 
ing of today was brought about by

A TRIP TO THE INTERIOR OF 
QUICHE 
(Continued from last week) 

Last week I mentioned sleeping on 
some rafters one night at Chocorral 
and something crawled across my feet. 
It turned out to be a friendly cat 
which, possibly, the Lord had sent 
along to warm my feet. The next day 
the brother supplied a horse for Sis- 
ter Pullin and myself. The rest of the 
believers were satisfied to go on foot. 
This was the fourth day from “la ca- 
becera,” and everything was going 
well. Sister Pullin is rather used to 
the traveling by now. 

Down we went toward Soledad on 
our little mountain horses, thankful 
that it was not in the rainy season 
or we would have been plowing 
through mud knee-deep. We came to 
a coffee plantation and _ traveled 
through it for two miles and then en- 
tered the little farm of our Brother 
Miguel. We were still descending and 
it was becoming very hot. The coffee 
berries and bunches of bananas were 
hanging over our heads. Occasionally 
there was a bunch on the ground. Sis- 
ter Pullin had a time keeping her 
horse from under the coffee trees. At 
last, we entered the pasture field on 
the slope of the mountain and _ the 
good brother came out to give us a 
welcome hug and escorted us into his 
ranch. His wife had a happy time in 
the Spirit greeting Sister Pullin on 
her land for the first time. 

This place looks like a “jumping 
off” place, or the end of the world. It 
seems as though you can go no far- 
ther, but the people who know the 
mountains know where the people are 
and to them. it is home. The hut sits 
on the side of the mountain on a rock 
and, brother, here is a building, a 
chapel in a rock and on _ another 
Rock, praise God. A spiritual building 
is in construction in this out-of-the- 
way place. Nearly fifty have received 
the baptism in the blessed Holy Ghost. 
People for miles around come to him 
(this brother) and he will keep and 
feed them just to get them to seek the 
Lord. From here we expect to move 
inland toward the Lacadonian In- 
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dians after our yearly conferences at 
Chuicaca, Totonicapan, and the visit 
from our Executive Mission Secretary, 
M. P. Cross. 

Back to the little coffee farm of So- 
ledad (Solitude). We arrived there 
Saturday evening, had a meeting 
which ran on until late, a morning 
prayer service, Sunday School in the 
afternoon, and a night service again. 
One received the baptism and the 
saints were encouraged and wanted 
us to stay for a longer time. : 

Perhaps some Evangel readers will 
recall reading Brother Litton’s article 
in the Evangel about the young broth- 
er who was bitten by the venomous 
snake in Guatemala and was healed. 
Blood oozed from his mouth, nose, and 
eyes. The Indians said, “We'll quit 
work today and come to the funeral 
tomorrow.” That boy is this man’s son 
and was bitten twice on this farm by 
the same deadly snake. An Indian was 
bitten by the same kind of reptile and 
died in three hours. These simple 
mountain people know God and know 
how to pray. 

Below the hut flows the same 
Chisoj River we left back at Sacap- 
ulas. It is now called the Black River 
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and it is on its way to the Mexican 
border. Along its banks grow cacao 
beans, rubber trees, rice, sugar 
cane, etc. The floor of the room where 
we had our meetings was literally 
covered with believers sleeping on the 
pine needles for a mattress. Wife and 
I had some kind of bed in the same 
room. Thank the Lord for a sleeping 
bag. I would advise every missionary 
to have one in his or her outfit, if 
possible. 

After prayer on Monday morning, 
we started back up the mountain on 
the little beasts. This was the turning 
point of our trip. Dominga, the wife 
of the good brother and owner of the 
little farm, was the first to receive the 
baptism in this mountain district on 
our first visit to this place nearly 
four years ago. 

We moved slowly up the valley in 
little groups, everybody chattering in 
the crowd, but all moving in harmony 
with the Lord. George (Jorge), one of 
the workers, happened across a 
friendly snake. No damage was done, 
only the scare for Jorge. In Chocorral 
they had a chicken dinner prepared 
for us. We returned the same way. 
People here get as hungry for beef as 
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we do in the States for chicken. In 
other words, chicken meat is not a 
special meal for them. After lunch we 
had a service. Sister Pullin sang and 
Jorge played his guitar. We had 
prayer again and marched on, still 
using our brother’s horses. On our way 
back we fill in the places we passed 
by on the way in. We came to Pinal, 
where we held a service. The floor was 
covered with pine needles and large 
banana leaves were laid across the 
beams and hung loosely down over 
our heads. Out in the yard were two 
large Aguacatae trees loaded with the 
poor man’s butter, as alligator pears 
are sometimes called. The brother 
here was absent. He had been taken 
into military service at the outbreak 
of the recent revolution. He had ap- 
peared at the municipal quarters to 
register the birth of a child in his 
home but they took him as he was. 
He was still in service when we made 
this trip but his wife was on her feet 
and was delighted to have us. We had 
a good meeting here. Before leaving 
next morning, we had a workers’ meet- 
ing and discussed the problems of the 
work and the construction of a little 
chapel which the brethren are antici- 
pating building in the near future. 
Here we had to leave our horses but 
the brother and part of his family de- 
cided to come along with us. 


In Chipaj we found the sister, who 
had been ill when we passed before, 
completely well, and, since we could 
not stop here, she tagged along be- 
hind with the rest. Sister Pullin 
helped Dona Maria along with a bas- 
ket of fruit which some relative of 
hers had given her. Maria is the wi- 
dow of one of the oldest workers of 
the district. It is her first trip into 
these parts and so we are trying to 
take care of her as she is also trying 
to look after us. We moved along to- 
ward Chicaman, where the car is sta- 
joned. Silverio is coming along with 
the pack mule and the rest are some- 
where behind. 


At about dusk the crowd began to 
gather on the municipal grounds, 
while others began to look around for 
a place to have a meeting. After lo- 
cating a place, we had a cup of coffee 
and started the meeting. Everybody 
was willing to give his testimony 
and then Jorge preached. The street, 
as well as the room, was quite crowd- 
ed. After the service, we took the 
women in the car to Uspantan where 
Sister Pullin and I had our two 
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benches again. The next afternoon we 
had a baptismal service here and 
immersed four candidates in the 
mountain river on the edge of the 
town. In the evening we celebrated 
the Lord’s supper. Many stood on the 
outside during the service and lis- 
tened to the Word and the-hymns as 
they heralded out the name of the 
Lord. Vicente, the brother that has 
been in charge, was in bed when we 
passed through but was well again 
and playing the little portable organ, 
accompanying the hymns. 


We left here for one more stop be- 
fore returning to our base. This was 
the eighth day out and everybody is 
none the worse for a little hardship 
and denial for the dear Lord’s sake. 


In Cunen we had bread and coffee 
in the dining room—our car—and 
then drove over the Mother Range 
again. We were shut in one time in 
Cunen with our family for two days. 
The road builders purposely blasted 
the road before we could get by and 
*one of our girls was ill at the time. 


We drifted down the big mountain 
to Sacapulas where we joined the 
ones we had left behind, Jorge’s wife 
and Norberto’s family who had been 
praying for our trip. We had a won- 
derful meeting here that night. Peo- 
ple were packed around the door on 
the outside. Several were healed, in- 
cluding Mrs. Giron, Jorge’s young wife. 

After the meeting we drove into our 
center, Quiche, some forty-two miles 
on the rocky roads of Guatemala, and 
arrived at midnight at our humble 
quarters here. Thus ended a full nine- 
day trip to the interior of the depart- 
ment of Quiche. 

This may have become monotonous 
to the readers, and perhaps not too 
interesting, but it will give you some 
vague idea of our travel in these moun- 
tain districts and of the life of the 
poor people in these remote places. 

“Go ye into all the world and preach 
the gospel to every creature.”—With 
Christ after the lost, Brother and 
Sister Pullin, Quiche, Guatemala, Cen- 
tral America. 

P. S. The brother who was taken 
into military service from Pinal (men- 
tioned above) has returned to his 
home with quite an experience. Ac- 
cording to his testimony, soldiers fell 
all around him, he was thrown on his 
back by the concussion of blasts, his 
clothes were shattered by bullets, but 
his body was untouched—a literal ful- 


fillment of Psalm 91. 

*The girl that was ill when they 
were held up two days in Cunen, is 
working in the mission office at 
Headquarters, but is planning to re- 
turn to Guatemala as a missionary.— 
Mission Secretary.

HOW A SOLDIER HELPED HIS 
COMRADE 


December 23, 1944 
Dear Sir: 


I received your most welcome letter 
and wish to state that it arrived a lit- 
tle too late for my Thanksgiving Day 
enjoyment, but I’m certain that the 
same expressions and sentiments hold 
true likewise for this Christmas, two 
days hence. 


I would like to tell you of a little 
experience I had over here in helping 
a comrade of mine (whom we shall 
call Bill) find God. It seems that Bill 
was an agnostic, or a nonbeliever, and 
in spite of many invitations from 
numerous friends to attend church 
with them on Sunday, Bill declined. 
He had declined so many times that 
soon most of the boys tired of asking 
him any more. All tired of him but 
one. That one was I. 


One Sunday not so long ago, as the 
boys in Bill’s outfit were returning 
from a big drive up front, I called to 
him, “How goes it?” He replied, “It is 
tough.” “Why don’t you come with me 
today,” I said, “and try to forget for 
a while what has been going on? I’m 
sure it would relieve you and make you 
feel so much better.” “Oh, no,” he 
said, “I know where you want to take 
me. It is to church. That place is not 
for tough guys like me, buddy. That 
is why you are back here and I am up 
there. They need men like me to win 
this . . . war.” “How long will you. be 
back?” I asked him, and he answered, 
“About three weeks.” I told him I 
would try the next Sunday to per- 
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suade him to go with me and he con® 


tinued to say it would do me no good. 
But I told him I could not give up 
hope, because I still thought that 
deep down inside of my big burly 
friend there was something bigger 
and better that would come to light 
once it was guided in the right direc- 
tion. 


I did not have long to wait nor did I 
have to ask. The following Sunday 
morning Bill’s outfit was pulling out 
and Bill came to me and asked if I 
were going to church service. I replied 
that I was and he said, “Sergeant, I 
am going with you for today I am 
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afraid.” He did go and during the 
service I could see that he was very 
uneasy. Before services ended the pas- 
tor asked if anyone desired to say 
anything. My friend Bill hesitated 
momentarily and then rose and said, 
“This is my first attendance here or 
any place. I have never believed in a 
God. Today my outfit is going back 
to the front and I have had a queer 
feeling inside of me. Something told 
me I wasn’t coming back this time 
and again something told me to look 
for Him. Finally, in desperation, I 
went to my friend and begged him to 
take me with him. He was more than 
willing to do so and here we are. I 
know that this day I have found Him. 
I have faith and I shall keep faith 
with Him.” A prayer was offered for 
Bill’s safe return and the services 
ended. A month later.I saw Bill be- 
ing evacuated to a field hospital. He 
had been seriously wounded. Joyously 
he clasped my hand and said, “I’m 
pulling through, Smitty. I’ve kept 
faith. God is my Savior and I shall 
be saved.” He was saved. A few months 
later Bill returned home with a 
C.D.D. The other day he wrote me, 
“Keep faith, old man. You’ll be home 
too.” I know that my little bit of mis- 
sionary work did do some good, for 
Bill has proven it to me.—Sgt. Free-

last words before He left. Acts 1:8, 
“But ye shall receive power after that 
the Holy Ghost has come upon you: 
and ye shall be witnesses unto me 
both in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, 
and in Samaria, and unto the utter- 
most part of the earth.”

And when they were come in, 
they went up into an upper room, 
where abode both Peter, and James, 
and John, and Andrew, Philip, and 
Thomas, Bartholomew, and Matthew, 
James the son of Alphaeus, and Si- 
mon Zelotes, and Judas the brother of 
James. These all continued with one 
accord in prayer and_ supplication, 
with the women, and Mary the moth- 
er of Jesus, and with his brethren.”

those who braved the stormy deep in 
the face of hindrances and dangers. 
They said, “We want to get to a coun- 
try where we can establish freedom 
of worship, where we can worship God 
according to the dictates of our 
hearts, and if God is for us who can 
be against us?” 

A sheriff is a minister in civil gov- 
ernment. A minister ministers in 
spiritual things. God is author of both. 
The sheriff arrests a man. The min- 
ister says, “If you want to put him 
in jail, I will pray for him that he 
will escape hell.” Both are needed, 
otherwise humanity would be dis- 
tressed, so the relationship. If we 
have homes, schools, etc., it is because 
we have people. What do you look to 
for knowledge? If there are no people 
—no school. Why a factory? because 
of the people. Why this road to 
Memphis? For the people: Why have 
you a court house? Why have you this 
and the other? For the people. The 
cook stove is for the good of the peo- 
ple. To make a garden brings about 
the use of the stove—both at work for 
the good of the people. We go out 
and see them laying the sewerage. We 
are doing it for the good of the peo- 
ple, that the people might be healthy 
and sanitary. We see the cobbler 
making shoes. Then we look on some- 
thing else—the educator. Where do 
these men meet? In the people. The 
educator is getting the people to un- 
derstand the problems of life. If there 
were no people we wouldn’t need one. 
Where does the Church of God get its 
members? Isn’t it made up of people? 
Isn’t the ministry of Church made 
up of people? Isn’t the Sunday School 
made up of people? What would be 
the use of a code of laws if there 
were no people? 

The national state of theocratic 
government is for the people, for the 
betterment of the people, spiritually 
and materially. If one has been born 
again, his mind and heart have been 
relieved. You can say, “I am not an 
infidel. Iam not a heathen somewhere 
in the jungles. I have come to civili- 
zation because of the church and be- 
cause of national and a social coun- 
try. I can get in touch with my people 
because of its order and system.” You 
don’t see the medium of contacting 
loved ones in Africa as you do here. 
Why? Because you don’t find the 


church and the government you find 
here. But the Church of God can 
establish the political order that has 
been established in the city, state, 
and country. 

These are great rights. How many 
of you want to give them up? I don’t 
want to live in a country that I would 
have to fight the doctrine that pro- 
tects God’s people. I have hope that 
God will protect this nation, not be- 
cause they are good but because they 
protect the ideals of God. 

If I had to give up my freedom of 
speech I would just as soon give up 
my tongue, if there is no possibility of 
my speaking. And then, if I could 
speak and couldn’t speak on the 
things of God, and if I had to speak 
the tongue of Tojo, I would rather go 
and speak the tongue of the angels of 
these glorious rights. The freedom of 
speech has been put down in Ger- 
many, and Japan, and another coun- 
try, and so has freedom of worship. 
We have heard of how millions of 
Christians have died in the last gen- 
eration, how in Japan and in Ger- 
many they have been put to death. 
No doubt, Brother Pitts has already 
gone the way of the martyrs. This 
freedom we are enjoying today is be- 
ing threatened by strong determined 
forces, forces that would stop at noth- 
ing. I saw when the war broke out 
that they would stop at nothing, but 
would cause the people to groan and 
moan and die by the thousands and 
multiplied thousands. They would 
hoard us like we were a herd of cat- 
tle and if we opened our mouths they 
would strike. 

If it were not that God was on our 
side, we would tremble. The only com- 
fort I can get out of our precious boys’ 
going, is that it is not because they 
hate any one but because they have 
so much here that they love. There is 
so much at home that I love. I love 
the thought of mother and father and 
would rather go and die than to rob 
them of that privilege that they love. 
I am not beating war drums. Our gov- 
ernment has called them. Something 
rose up against our country, our homes, 
and schools, and against all that we 
love, and these are only grounds from 
which I can get any comfort. 


But there are some things that we 
want the Church to know here. The 
government tells us, I have heard it 
with my own ears, that there is going 
to be a great shortage of nurses and 
doctors, and a number of hospitals 
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will be closed. What can your church 
find to do? Uncle Sam is straining his 
backbone. Let’s hear the Church of 
God women say that they will help 
like they did before they had hospi- 
tals. When our boys have to leave, let’s 
relieve them. Let’s say to him, our son, 
“Don’t you worry about your wife and 
baby. We will free her from want, and 
as long as we eat she eats, and if my 
baby gets shoes her baby gets shoes.” 
The government calls you and your 
home calls for the Church, that they 
may know the conditions and needs 
of the people. Let’s not let them go 
perishing around us. Let’s not let the 
boy’s mother suffer, and let the 
Church write him a letter of what was 
done. Save him from distress. He is 
trying to save us, so let’s save him. 
We must meet in the Church. If the 
United States can’t find the poor and 
castaway, the Church of God must 
find them, for Jesus Christ came to 
seek and to save that which is lost. 
We will save these people for our 
church and for our country and -when 
our boys come home and find the 
church that has taken care of the 
needy and afflicted, they will come 
back to the church that relieved them 
of their worries. The Church of God 
must do something. 

I believe that if the United States is 
saved, it will be because of the Chris- 
tians. I believe this is the best time 
that we can prove we are true Chris- 
tians. 


Sacred rights carried on in sacred 
responsibilities. I may be bond and 
slave, but I must preach and then 
divide these rights. I would be happy 
to slave as long as God lets me live, 
for the betterment of this country. I 
don’t want to live if I can’t live for 
the betterment of both the Church 
and country. I have to have such a 
feeling to live for the betterment of 
man. You know the reason this 


Church is prospering? There are some 


who are living for the betterment of 
our country. The officers are finding 
it out and appreciate it. The reason 
the churches are appreciated is be- 
cause some have lost sight of self and 
have caught a vision. 


The purpose of our national govern- 
ment is to protect and guide men in 
this physical life. Beyond this physi- 
cal life it carries on to the next gen- 
eration and on to the bosom of the 
scribes where we will praise and sing 
unto the Lord. The Church of God 
will sing, “I am ransomed.” We can

Family fueds and fusses can be 
avoided by finding an altar early in 
the morning till our nerves are 
touched. 

One little boy said, “Mamma, why is 
it when you are mean ‘it’s your nerves,’ 
but when I am mean ‘it’s the devil in 
me’?” Little demons flourish and pros- 
per greatly in a prayerless life." God 
forbid that I sin in ceasing to pray. 
Oh, that we would go to the Lord and 
unload this grievous and horrible 
weight of prayerlessness!
